The unwarrantable brutality of the police 
incensed tha people in the houses and hotels 
along tho streets, who taunted the constables 
from the windows with cowardice. 
The po­ 
lice became reckless at this and threw stones 
and other missiles, many of thorn throwing 
their staves, at the windows, smashing hun­ 
dreds of ¡» anes of glass and iufTcting severe 
cuts upon some persons who were unable to 
get out of the way .

Meanwhile, the resistance of the people 
in

streets, 
who 
resorted 
to the 
use of 
stones 
and

missile, 
became 
so 
formid­ 
able that the police were compelled to send 
for the military to aid them. The troops ap­ 
peared, but they were not called into active 
service, os the municipal officers of the city 
had succeeded in quioting tho people and in« 
ducing them to return to their homes. 
The 
town was perfectly quiet at 11 o’clock at 
night, and no further trouble was expected. 
Thirty wounded persons were treated in the 
hospitals, arid a larger number were taken 
or were able to walk to their horn is.

AMONG T H E SWEETS. 


H ow S ugar 1» H an d led on the Spacious 
Deve« a t New O rleans. 
Now that the busy season is opening 
the levee will soon becoino the scene of 
bustle and activity . 
The -whistle of 
steamlioatMhe y elling of 1x>hs stevedores, 
the whooping of drivers as they back up 
to load and unload freight, cracking their 
whips about the ears of the mules or rais­ 
ing welts along their sides with the lash, 
the jam of carts, wagons and floats al­ 
way s heralds the approach of winter on 
the levee and the resuscitation of trade. 
From the middle of October until the 
balmy breezes of spring are alxnit soften 
ing into the airs of summer the work on 
the levee is almost continuous. 
The principal commodities handled arc 
the staple products of the state—cotton, 
sugar and molasses. A hogshead of sugar 
is a huge arrangem ent of staves, hoops 
and heads, weighing, when filled with 
sugar, from 1,100 to 1,500 pounds. 
The 
cooper shop and the plantation together 
produce the hogshead of sugar. 
W hen 
the cane has been cut and pressed and the 
juice boiled into sugar the sweet stuff is 
]lacked into the hogshead, put on board a 
steamboat and shipped to this city , con­ 
signed to the factor representing the 
planter. 
On arriving at the landing the 
sugar is unloaded on the wharf, where it 
is allowed to remain for twenty -four 
hours, and even longer when room is 
plentiful. Then, if not hauled away , it is 
rolled into the sugar sheds at the expense 
of tlie owner. 
Open kettle sugar is sold to the dealer 
on the levee. 
The factor is the seller, 
whether he employ s a broker or not. The 
majority of factors have the services of a 
broker to attend to the sales on the land­ 
ing. The first hand factor or broker only 
sells in lots, and the bids are either made 
openly , as the buy ers gather around the 
hogsheads, or the sugar is sold on private 
offers if the price proffered is the highest. 
The party selling the sugar generally 
does the sampling, either in person or 
through a clerk or other employ e. 
This 
is done by means of a long steed instru­ 
m ent known as the gimlet, which is run 
through the bunghole down into the 
sugar, twisted about, and drawn out full 
of the saccharine m atter. 
This operation 
is performed several times, until a suf­ 
ficient quantity is obtained to clearly 
show the quality of the article. 
These 
samples are generally piled up for the 
time on the hogshead they are taken out 
of for the critical exam ination of the 
buy er. 
After they have answered the 
purpose they are put into little paper bags 
and kept by the broker or dealer as a ty pe 
for reference, or sent to the consignee. 
It is while the sampling process is go­ 
ing on that the buy ers gather round, each 
in his turn making his offer. 
The buy er 
generally attends the sales to personally 
inspect his purchase, but sometimes sends 
for samples, and then, on receipt of his 
goods, compares them with the samples 
furnished him. 
Although the first hand broker sells 
but round lots, in case of damage of any 
portion of a lot o r it show*ing up as an in­ 
ferior grade, he takes a reduced price for 
it; still the buy er must take the entire 
lot. 
Seco nd hand bro kers sell in any 
way , by the who le or broken lots. 
Clari­ 
fied sugar is so ld by sample in the Sugar 
Ex change. 
The supplies are co llected 
and taken to the exchange, where they 
are spread out on the table for the inspec­ 
tion of buy er» . 
After the sugar is jsold it is weighed 


and gauged and is then ready for ship­ 
m ent after the first cooperage. 
It is 
swung from the scales by means of 
large hooks that catch on the chimes of 
the hogshead so that when the beam is 
pulled down the hogshead is lifted from 
the ground and the weight ascertained; 
Four men usually 'constitute the weigh­ 
ing gang.‘together with the clerk l iking 
the records of the weights. 
These hogs­ 
heads as a general thing run from 1,100 
to 1.5O0 pounds, hut in weighing open 
kettle sugar the figures give the five and 
ten ¡» omuls. 
Thus, if a hogshead weighs 
1,211 pound« it goes down as 1,210 
pounds. 
Then 12 ]**r cent, is knocked 
off from tlu* gross weight. 
In clarified 
sugar the actual weight g**-» . 
When the hogsheads have been coop­ 
ered the boss dray m an or his clerk, with 
his teams, npjxars on the scene. 
The 
sugar is marked, rolled on the floats, 
and hauled to its destination in the city 
or to the ¡« » int of shipiui at. in ease it is 
l>eing forward cm 1 to some other port, do­ 
mestic or foreign. 
The low flout is driv­ 
en up close to the lots to he handled, a 
skid is hooked into the iron brackets at 
the side of the float, and the teamsters 
strain themselves in rolling up the great 
hogsheads on to the bottom of the wag­ 
on. 
After this handling the sugar soon 
comes into use on the table or in the 
>n n fry . 
Molasses is disposed of in the same 
way as sugar. 
The brokers alway s come 
lown to the levee to see the samples of 
molasses, as they are not taken to the 
ex ch an ge. 
Immediately on their arrival 
the barrels of molasses arc cooi>ored by 
the first hand cooper, so as to keep them 
tight and prevent leakage.—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat. 


A S tran g e P hen o m en o n . 
There is a strange phenomenon con­ 
nected with the Upper Red river. I have 
several times 1 x*en stranded by low water 
Jpper Red, say 500 miles below 
the sources ly ing with a steamboat for 
weeks awaiting rain and a rise. W ithout 
any rain in the vicinity of where the boat 
was I have seen the river come up twenty 
feet or more in one night. 
I figure out 
the phenomenon in this way : The sources 
of the Rod river are in the Liano Estaendo 
of New Mexico, and the rains falling upon 
these great plains jo ur down into the 
head waters of the river, and tlu* water 
comes rushing down many hundreds of 
miles, where there have been no rains for 
weeks, and thus result in the unlooked 
for swell in the w ater.—Globe-Democrat.

marked after eating a few that the flavor 
was pretty good, but far inferior to a 
certain concoction known to his country ­ 
men. 
The proprietor lxgan to grow in­ 
terfiled, and before t lie Turk had left 
agreed to employ two of his cousins, who 
were candy makers in Turkey , if he (the 
Turk) would import them. 
Some two 
month« later the Turks arrived on the 
the steamship Helvetia, By relating some 
wonderful y arns of their abilities as 
candy makers the emigration commis­ 
sioners allowed them to pass, although 
they had doubts as to whether or not they 
w ere “ contract labor. ” 
They went to the confectioner and for 
several weeks made “ real Turkish candy ” 
on a salary .

Dettori p tlo a o f th e “ W ire W riter.” 
One of tho most beautiful of modern 
inventions—it remains to be seen whether 
it is as useful as it is beautiful—is the in­ 
strum ent devised by Mr. John Roliertson 
for the transmission of w riting by elee 
tricity . 
Out of the top of a box, which 
is about the size of an ordinary dispatch 
lx» x, protrudes w hat has the appearance 
of a sty lographic ¡>cn. 
This, however, is 
not a i>en, but the handle of the “ trans­ 
m itter,” and its lower end is fixed to a 
light brass perpendicular bar. 
Any mo­ 
tion given by the hand—y ou hold it just 
like a pen—to the handle of the trans­ 
m itter is communicated by this bar to 
two series of carbon disks contained 
within the box, and, after various ad­ 
ventures among magnets, etc., is carried 
again to the top of tho box, where it is 
reproduced exactly by a small ink hold­ 
ing ix*n, whose point rests on a white 
paper tape. A clockwork apparatus pulls 
tliis tape along at a gentle pace, and after 
a little practice y ou find that it is quite 
easy to move the handle of the transm it­ 
ter so that the pen shall write legibly on 
the moving tape. 
Now, whatever is 
written on the tape before y ou is written 
simultaneously a mile off, or it may be 
fifty miles off, on a similar tape by a sim 
ilar instrum ent at the other end of the 
wire. 
The instrum ent is very compact 
and apparently efficient, and is quite 
silent. 
A nam e will be wanted for this 
machine. 
Perhaps tho “ wire w riter 
will do.—Tho Argonaut. 


Lonj? D istance T elephoning. 
Long distance telephoning has lx*come 
such an accomplished fact that at the 
principal pay telephone stations in this 
city long distance telephones have re­ 
placed the ordinary telephones, and con­ 
nection can now lie made with Boston 
and Philadelphia. 
H. L. Stoddard, the 
New York correspondent of The Philadel­ 
phia Press, say s that at his office in this 
city he has secured connection with his 
office in Philadelphia by a long distance 
telephone, over which he nightly trans­ 
mits all his news instead of using tele­ 
graph 8C*rvice. 
The Philadelphia News 
has a similar telephone connection with 
this city . 
Tho distance from New York 
to Philadelphia is ninety -five miles, but 
the sound of the voice is transm itted 
much more clearly than by telephone in 
this city , where the induction caused by 
the enormous number of wires covering 
the city closely is so great as to seriously 
disturb transmission. The use of the tele­ 
phone in the sending of news has not 
been sufficiently tested to compare it 
thoroughly with telegraphic service, but 
Mr. Stoddard say s that it has many ad­ 
vantages, and predicts that it will com! 
into general use.—New York Tribune.
